that the defendant: was a relation of Mrs 
Lam’s, 80 I asked her how much Mrs Lam 
would require to accept mo as her husband. 
The defendant said $22 to pay her debts, 
and house rent. Mra Lam joined in and 
sald she wanted the money to pay her 
debts. [ then asked Mrs Lam If sho was 


| willing to marry me, aud she agreed. The 
dofendant asked $24, but agreed to take $22 


after some bargaining. I bargained with 
the defendant because I knew she waaa 
seller of me. By this I mean a go-between. 
I then went to. the quarry for the money, 
and returned the same morning at eight 
o'clock, The defendant and the other 
woman were still in the same room. My 
consin came with me from the quarry; 
ho was not with me bofore, I then paid 
the defendant the $22 in silver, in pre- 
sence of Mra Lam, my cousin and two mon 
named Wong Achoung and Teuk Ashui. 
The defendant agreed to accompany Mra 
Lam to Kowloon and to hand her over to 
me in my cousin’s house, where it was 
arranged 1 should marry her the same day. 
As aoon as I paid the money I went to 
Kowloon to-wait at my cousin’s house. I 
waited till 2 p.m, and.as they did not 
arrive 1 came back to Victoria to my friend, 
the woman who agread to be at Kowloon 
at 10 am. I met Mrs Lam in Second 
Street atfouro’clock. Lasked her when Imet 
heron the street in Victorla about 4 p.m. 
why sho had not come to Kowloon to meet 
me; she said,—‘'I havo a husband.” I 
asked ‘her to take me to dofendant’s house. 


‘She took me to a house in Tal-ping-shan 


where I. saw deféndant sitting in the 
passage. I asked her for the money. She 
then conferred with Mrs Lam, but1 did not 
understand. She. sald, Go away and come 
to-morrow. Iwent noxttimeand two or three 
times subsequently, sho continuing putting 
mo off, This was the 22nd, I have seen 
Mrs Lani since, I last went to the defend- 
ant’s house on the 23rd. She then: aald,— 
*T haveno money to pay you. My name is 
Chun Akin, You had better go and pro- 
secute me.” I thencame and made this 
petition and laid an Information ; yeaterday 
I took the Pollcs to go to the house to 


arrest her. ; 


Prisoner had no. question to ask.-: 

Tsouk a Shui said that he was an earth- 
ooolie employed by You Shui Koo ia Third 
Street. Kiows tho complainant and has 
known the defendant about ten days. He 
aw thom on the 20th’; they called him, and 
the defendant, pointing to another woman 
with her, said; **She wants a husband.” 
He asked the-woman what her name was, 
and she said ‘* Lam,” Hoe sald a friend of 
his in Shou-ki-wan wanted a wife. All 
three went there in the launch, and the 
further proceedings ag sworn to by first 
witness he corroborated. 

Wong Acheung, wife cf Iisa Yu, in 
whose ‘house at Shau-ki-wan complainant 
stayed, and who has. known him for ten 
years, gave corroborative evidence as to 
the bargaining, 

The carpenter cousin Cheang Afuk re- 
ferred to was next called. He deposed :— 
On the morning of the 2lst, { was walking 
next dour to where the defendant was, Some 
conversation took place about marriage, 
which I overheard. 1 got up and went to 
the house; 1 found my cousin bargaining 
with the defendant. There was another 
woman, there. ‘The defendant said she 
would not ullow the marriage for less than 
$22 ; they made a bargain that tho marri- 
age was to.be made, and he, after going to 
the quarry, paid the money. My cousin 
then went away in a boat towards Kowloon. 
They went away immediately afterwards in 
a boat to Kowloon. When I went with 
the complainant to demand the mcney back 
she simply said, —The woman has not come 
back to my house. : 

The other man who was present at the 
time, and a woman who was a witness of 
the bargain, corroborated generally as to 
the transaction: alleged.

“THE HOMEWOOD.” 


INSUBORDINATION: SERIOUS CHARGES 8UG- 
GESTED AGAINST A CAPTAIN AND MATE. 


Mathew Henderson, seaman on board the 
British ship Homewood, was charged with 
jnsubordination, and riotous-conduct, and 
also with threatening the captain with a 
knife, on the 20th July, on the high seas. 

_Mr Brereton appeared for defendant. 

‘Albert Dingle, master of the Homewood, 
stated that the defendant was on tho ship’s 
articles as a seaman. His conduct generally 
had been insubordinate insolent and ne- 
glectful. during the whole passage from 
Cardiff to Hongkong, and the Captain had 
on several occasions‘to place him in irons. 
On 19th June, about 4 p.m. he was at 
the wheel; he had been very negligent in 


steoring and when the Captain spoke to him | 


about it, he was insolent, saying he knew 
how to steer the ship and that he (the Cap- 
tain) could not teach him. He was removed 
from the wheel and ordered to grease the 
main-mast, which he refused to do. This 
order was intended-as a punishment for bad 
steering and as he refused he was put in 
irons. The irons were put on his wrisis, 
behind his back for about four hours. He 
waa placed about midships on the half deck 
and was sitting with his. back against an 
jron stanchion immediately under the booby 
hatch which was open at the time. His 
hands were lashed to the stanchion. At 8 
p.m. he was moved to the.side of the ship 
where there was a seat that he could sit 
down upon; the irons were then removed from 
back to front. The man was quiet during 
the whole tine he was in irons. He was kept 
down below and in irons till 8 a.m. on 2ist. 
A bucket was taken to him for the purpose 
of nature. 
offered to him, but he would not eat-it. The 
captain said be asked him two or three 
times each doy to go to his duty, but de- 
fendant would not speak to him. Before 
releasing him from irons heasked him again 
if be would go to his duty. He expressed 
8 willingness to do so, and he was then re- 
leased, getting breakfast ‘and being sent 
to the wheel. The captain said witness 
had done everything to canse anoyance, 
had been careless in his duty, and done 
everything he coul? to create anoyance. 
On July 28th this man was injuring the 
“wood purposely in scraping’ paint off, 
and when checked by the mate he threat- 
ened him with the scraper. He then ran 
forward and got a capstan bar and was 
about to attack the mate when the ca 

tain prevented him. In the evening the 


captain spoke to him ina friendly manner 


about his misconduct; defendant was in- 
sotent and threatened to shake the cap- 
tain to pieces. Ho then drew his knife from 
its sheath. Witness laid hold of him b 
the collar; the mate came along and ‘tool 


the knife from him and it was thrown over-. 


board. Since then he has not been allowed 
to. come aft to the wheel, The rest of the 
crew have been quiet. - 

In. cross examination witness. ssid he 
would not swear he had drawn his knife 
for the purpose of doing bodily harm. He 
might have had it in his hand for some 
other purpose. The defendant could steer 
swell if he liked, but his abilities as a seaman 


-are of the worst description. Witness said 


he had only had differences with Henderson, 
Hendricks and a boy. He had had differ- 
ence with the third’ mate and sent him. for- 
ward,, This man was triced up to a stan- 
chion, but could sit down if he wished. 

John Henderson Dundas, mate, gave evi- 
dence ‘in a general way corroborative of that 
of the captain. x0 


“Mr Brereton, addressing the Court, con- | 
tended that.the story of-the.knife was a 


mere myth; it wos dark and the mate might 
easily have made a mistake ;if.a man were 
in such.a state of frenzy and excitement as 
had been alleged he could have easily got 
some other weapon, 
not to acquit, to suspend judgmont, as it 
could be proved: that the- crow _ been 
oruelly treated, kicked, cuffed, put in irons, 
and starved. The captain end chief mate 
ould not swear that the knife waa drewn 
‘for any unlawful purpose. The. Wes 
a trumped-up one to cotnteract charges to be 
bei against the captain and mate,

Albert Dingle,. master of the Homewood, 
deposed to defendant being on the articles 
and produced the official lo; 
entry :— : 

June 16, at sea, For insulting languago 
and refusing duty, Henry Jacobson put in 
irons from noon to 8 p.m.” 


Captain Dingle continued as follows :—" 


Tho chief mate put defendant in irons and 
made a report to me, I went to the de- 
fendant about noon and talked to him; he 
told me he would not go to his duty. At 
about 8 p.m, ho was let out of irons 
as he. promised to go to his “work. 
He was, I think, lashed to a bolt near 
the water-way, which was 
fect. from -the after hatohway. On 
20th August at midnight the Quarter 
Master reported defendant as fighting with 
a man named Emanuel. On 6th or “th 
September areport was mado to me about 
more fighting, I saw ono of the crow 
named Moore with blood about him ; he told 
me that Jacobson had- beaten him, I told 
defendant that if he fought the men again I 
would give him such a thrashing as he 
would not forget. I did not touch -bim. 
Moore was much-hurt about the face. 


By Mr-Brereton :—Defendaut was tied up 
from noon to 8 p.m. Food was taken to 
him; he could have eaten it if he liked. I 
swear that Iam not in the habit of cufling 
the crew. I seg defendant’s arm ina sling. 
I don’t know why it isso. My ship is 1124 
tons and the crew. is 19 all told. I shipped 
my crew at Cardiff. There are ten.A.B, an 
90.8, They are-of. various’ nationalities. 
T am satisfied that my crew is sufficient. 

Prisoner, in. defence, stated: On 15th 
June the fore royal sheet carried away. I 
was sent aloft to sccure it. The chief mate 
when I went down, abused me; he threat- 
ened me with a belaying pin; he knocked 


{me down. - I went up and put the royal 


sheet to rights. The captain abused me 
about the royal. I was afterwards put in 
irons, and my hands were lashed behind me. 
The master got a block of wood and placed 
jt so as to make it uncomfortable for me. 
The fighting between myself and the others 
was nothing. 


‘ His Worship, addressing the Captain, said 
with respect to the first charge, that relating 
to the 19th June, the man was put in irons 
in a very oruel manner, having had. his 
hands in irons behind; he could not take 
his food; he could not uso the bucket for 
the purposes of nature. As to the second 
charge thero was a doubt as to what he 
drew the knife for. The oases would be 
dismissed. 


Mr Brereton suggested that a fine should 
be inflicted on the captain for not having 
kept up the official log-book, but nothing- 


was done in the matter at, this stage. 


(News.) 

It is computed that not less than from 
50,000.to 60,000 tons of mud ballast are in 
ypvery twelve months discharged from junks 
\noored off the native city, into the Hwang 
poo. Who can wonder at the rapid de- 
terioration of the river, when this is re- 
membered in conjunction with several other 
sources of detriment. 

The trial trip of the Kung-wo, a2 new 
steamer of 1,300 tons measurement, the 
forerunner of a new line, bo it remembered, 
notwithstanding what had been previously 
said of the squadron being intended for 
Japan(!), is a thing to be remembored. 
The Kung-wo is the first of 4 new lino in- 
tended by Messrs. Jardinc, Matheson & Co. 
to enter into straightforward competition 
with others for a share of the trade of the 
Yangtsze. With the exception of the iron 
plates for her hull, everything was “ done " 
by her builders, Mesars. Boyd and Co., of 
Pootung—the ship, and her sistera that are 
to follow, being built from designs made by 
Mr. John Prentice, to whom also is.due the 
very clever arrangement of her engines, 
which ‘were constructed under the chief 
superintendence aud care of Mr. Jas, John- 
ston, of the same firm. Messrs, Boyd and 
Co. are only too willing to give the entire 
kudos of the successful development of the 
undertaking into the hands of these two 
gentlémen, but to Mr. Prentico belongs the 
claim to a wreath the lustre of which even 
a Tumerelli would fail to dim. The ship 
is 210 fect in length over all; having 
twenty-six feeb beam; and nineteen feet 
depth of hold up to the upper dock, She 
has therefore a very spacious hold, with 
main deck also for cargo, and upper or 
hurricane deck for passenger sccom- 
modation, ‘She can take.550 tons dead 
weight, or, 1,300 tons measurement, 
and can accommodate upwards of 200 
Chinese passengers aft, besides having 
several berths for foreign passengers in 
the fore part of the vessel, She was very 
light yesterday, her draught being 8ft. Gin. 
aft, aud only 2ft. Bin: forward, there being 
nothing on board, in fact, besides a suffi- 
éient supply of coals and water for the trip. 
‘Her engines, boilers, and all gear, as before. 
said, were designed by Mr Prentice and 
manufactured at Messrs. Boyd’s factory. 
The engines are of the kind known as. 
single-compound ‘direct acting inverted 
cylinder, of 62 nominal horse power, the 
cylinders being of 16 and 86 inches diamoter 
respectively, with a three feet stroke, Thoy 
are fitted with-. variable ae gear. 
The propeller is fout-bladed, having a-pitch 
of 14 feet 6 inch and 13 feet, and the con- 
sumption of coal (Takasima) was, we are: 
informed, very limited during the. trip. 
Working at 99 revolutions,-ond 88 lbs. 
pressure, the speed obtained waa over 
eleven miles, but, of course in ordinary 
work,. the. vessel will probably never be 
| called upon to do this extraordinary work 
again—but it'was done, and the proverbial 
glass of water at the stern, directly over 
tho screw, would not ‘have lost its eighth 
part.on board the Kungw>.

RULES FOR THE GENERAL BODY oF 
OPIUM DEALERS. 
The following rules were putin during 
the. trial of the Swatow Opium “Guild case, 
anda translation appeara in the Shanghai 
papers :— ; 
~ Tho object of our association is to continue 
moking profits, and to pravent losses in 
business. We started with this intention, 
and: we mean to carry out our intentions 
fully. It will bo the greatest. advantage to 
us all to. combine to keep to the (following) 
agreement which we have made, to abide by 
the (following) regulations, : ; 
Chinkiang is tho most important market 
for the ‘sale of opium.- ‘The: regulations, 
which we carefully made at the time (when 
we started our business there) have been 
pete, good and perfectly beneficial, 
D. Sassoon, Sons & Co.’a going to 


a Chinkiang has now, however, upset our 


arrangements, and a hundred losses and 
inconveniences haye arisen therefrom, . For- 
tunately, by means of our combinations, we. 


‘have been able to put matters straight, and 


Messré. D. Sassoon, Sons & Co. are willing 
of their own accord to give up their business 
and to retire. We are under the obligation 
to repay them for the loss of their busi- 
ness, and have also to-draw up ‘regulations 
forthe guidatice of us all in this matter; 
and if we do not discuss and arrange tho 
affair without delay, how shall we be able 
to continue in the course which we have 
hitherto adopted? ‘This being the case, the 
whole of us members will in concert revise 
our former regulations, for everyone of us 
to-day for ever hereafter. Should anyone 
disobey, the association will examine into 
the case, and will punish him. Thus, if 
thero is any advantage to be gained-wo shall 
gain it; and every loss’ will be prevented, 
and we shall all obtain limitless prosperity, 
The following are the various regulations 
which we have adopted :— : 
1,.—The association will buy Messrs D, 
Sassoon Sons & Co.’s business at Chinkiang, 
together with their title-deeds for. their 
land and preraiscs in ‘‘ Tho New Street’ (at 
Chinkiong). Messrs D, §,S. & Co, will 
never hereafter start again in business at 
Chinkiang, and the association agrees to 
pay them in return Tis 22,500 of Shanghai 
sycee, From this sum, howover, ‘Ils. 8,000, 
being the price of the. house and land, shall 
be detached as the share of the Ssvatow 
Guild, who are in possession of the property. 
The remaining sumof Tis. 14,500, velne 
the price of the business, shall be made up 
by a payment of one-tael on every chest of 
opium that enters the port, whether the said 
opium belongs to Chinese or foreigners. It 
is decidéd that the collection shall begin 
from the 1st of the 12th month (December 
24th, 1878), The amount from the Chineso 
opium dealers sball be collected at Shanghai, 
but business of the foreign firms shall’ be 
entered at Chinkiang, and they shall pay in 
proportion to the amount of opium imported 
there until the amount to be collected is 


complete, and then this arrangement ceases. | 


2.—Every 1000 tuels of-Szechuen and 
Shanse opium entering the port (of Chin- 
kiang) shall pay three mace of Shanghai 


sycee. 

3.—On the first of the 12th month, the 
day-on which the collection of the above- 
named sum begins, the members of this 
association shall. appoint two honest and 
trustworthy men, to have sole charge of this 
matter. It shall be their duty, as soon aso 
steamer reaches Chinkiang, to go on board 
the hilks and find out how many chests 
each firm has“ received, and make an entry 
of it in their books. They shall then send 
the book in which the entry is to the’ propor 
firm, for the merchant to put his chop on 
the entry, so that a statement of accounts 
may be made without difliculty at the end 
of tho month, at which time the amount due 
shall be collected from the firm. In this 
way bribes and concealment (on the part of 
the merchant) will be prevented, Should 
these two officials of oura venture to receive 
bribes or to make any concealments, we will 
at once expose them, ani inflict a fine of 
Tis. 100 a chest’ on ‘them. . These fines aro 
recoverable from the head men who made 
the appointment of the two officers. 


4,—The oustom of us opium dealers shail | 


be seven day orders. If these orders ara 
not cashed at the due date, a further charge 
shall be made of one tael per day on each 
ehest of opium not paid for, in order. to 
prevent loss by deferred payments, 
5.—The standard weight of a chest of 
opium shall be exactly 1,652 ounces. Tho 
members of the association agree to abide by 
the standard weight in our dealings among 
ourselves, 80 that there may be no inequality 
of weight, Should any one of our members 
in his anxiety to drive a larger trade 
secretly give a larger weight to the chest 
than the standard allows, with the intention 
of pleasing his customer, 
tion, be fined Tle, 100, ; 
*6.—The members of our association, ond 
the customers who dea) with thom, shall not 
be allowed to cut off musters (from the opium 
balls). Any one who disobeys shall be fined 
Tis: 100, : as. : . 
T.—It has: been the custom for dealers in 
native opium who come to Chinkiang from 
other places to lodge. with the merchant with 
whom they deal, Old custom: allows the 
merchant to deduct two taels of Chinkiang 
syoce as commission on each cheat sold by 
his pustomer, and 30 dollar cents per chest 
for boat ond coolie hire. If the opium haw 
beon shipped from Shanghai to-tho order of 
the customer, there is also a further charge 
of five Chinkiang mace for expenses. If the. 
gustomer shall dispose of hia goods outside, 
and shall sell opium-and receive the price 
of it withont reference to his host, the opium 
shall be weighed by the host, who shall 
charge one tael a chest for expenses in order 
to reimburse himself for lodging his guest.
